Claim 26 is allowable over the prior art of record. An anti-vibration system 
comprises a vibration-reducing element and a threaded adjusting element in 
communication with the vibration-reducing element, and wherein the threaded 
adjusting-element is selectively actuated to adjust the vibration-reducing element is 
known in the art as evidenced by Naslund (U.S. Paten No. 5,038,480). Also, anti- 
vibration system in the form of rubber liquid chambers capable of changing volumes by 
elastic deformation is well known in the art as evidenced by Dan et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
4,535,976). However, the claimed handheld implement comprising a vibration-reducing 
element having a hollow damping element filled with a fluid in combination with a 
threaded adjusting element that is selectively actuated to adjust the vibration-reducing 
element is not shown or made obvious by the prior art of record or any combination 
thereof.
